The Irrigation Palace has a' seat- 


ing capacity of .about 3,500 people, 
and in addition to delegates, a large 
number of spectators are provided 
for. On the outside flagsj and bunting 
are used with artistic, effect in dec- 
orating. There are also panels bearing 
the names, of the 14 states and three 
territories included under the Recla- 
mation Act.

Closely related to the subject of ir- 


rigation is. the work of forestry pre- 
servation., The two subjects go hand 
in hand. 
We have pursued -a some- 


what reckless policy with regard to 
the forests ?of the United States. In 
same sections of the country, in fact, 
in almost every .section, we have de- 
nuded .our lands of timber in what 
, now seems to have been almost a 
wanton fashion. 
We have thought 


only of 'today, hayin'g no proper re- 
gard^for the future. The demand of 
the country 
for timber 
needed to 


build our railways, construct ojir 
cities and homes has been tremen- 
dous. 
"We have cut away our forests 


and paid no attention:'to the neces- 
sity of taking steps for. their, ultimate 
restoration. 
We now see what some 


of the older countries in their-experi- 
cnce have seen, that, it is; necessary'ro 
adhere to a rational, scientific for- 
estry system, not o.nly in th"e interest 
of our future forests but in the, inter- 
est of 'che important subjects of irri- 
gation and navigation. 
It is but a 


truism that if the. forests are swept 
away, the rainfall quickly'flows in to

To do this 
the labor organizations should 
not 


allow grasping 
agitators, radicalists 


or stray anarchists, who may succeed 
in getting into their organizations as 
they succeed .in doing in every class 
and profession, in placing the organi- 
sation; in. a position of being and ap- 
pearing to the public as extortionists 
and-desirous,.of-not giving value re- 
jcivocl. in honest toil for 
the wages 


aald for their services. To this end 
I'would 
admonish and 
advise as 


itrongly as it lies within my power 
that ,all the members of unions take 
an active part in the deliberations of 
:heir. council and see to it that the 
mion is npt placed of record'in an un- 
.enable or unjust position by a hand- 
ful of men of anarchistic tendencies 
or by extremists or radicahsts who 
are not workers but' shirkers, and 
who by their anarchistic tendencies 
or misnamed overzeal for the organi- 
zation's welfare tend to bring your 
organization into disrepute, turn pub- 
lic sentiment against you and who are 
the real enemies ot the laboring class- 
es and to whom primarily, if unions 
ever fall, /they can attribute their dis-

cession did his seconds throw up the 
sponge..; Thomas was so badly pun- 
ished that he had to be carried to 
•his .corner and it was .several' min- 
utes before he 'opened his eyes and 
asked, dazedly, "What's the. matter?" 


Referee Billy Roche summed it up 


accurately when he said: "It was the 
.greatest fight I ever refereed.. After 
the 16th round H was the victory'of 
either man who had the winning 
punch." 


Though the buiK of the money and 


90 per cent of the rooting was for 
the native son, both before and flu- 
Ting, the fight, when it was over'win- 
ners and'lasers alike joined in three 
tremendous cheers lor the fallen idol, 
for ho man ever put up a gamer fight 
than he. 


"The best man won," was his frank 


acknowledgement 
when the breath 


that had been pounded out of him 
came back. 


It was the superior boxing against

his body, almost

seen lor many months, and it may 
have been surmised that something of
